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Th this paper an attempt fas byen 
‘made to present the proceedings of & 
“Sati Sava" (Castesmecting) of the 
Kisan tribe which was observed by the 
writer during his field work in the 
Sundargarh district of North Orissa in 
the year 1962, The chief purpose of 
presenting the proceeding is 10 show 
how the new Kisan leaders ae trying to 
bring reforms and social movement in 
their society through the machanism of 
caste meetings. (Ia my analysis the 
present easte meeting is compared with 
the traditional annual Kisun gathering 
described lator on. Finally T have 
suggested how such caste meeting can 
be utilised in welfare work and in 
bringing. social change in. tradition 
‘orientod tribal culture) 


‘The Kisans have spread over an 
extensive area through the slow process 
‘of migration either in search of land 
‘or for labour. They are good earth 
workers, and are generally very indus. 
tious, with a passion for agriculture, 
‘They live in multicaste and multe 
tribal villages and have remarkably 
adapted themselves to the local culture 
of the regions where they have settled 
‘The social status of the Kisans is very

flow. They ate considered as low 
untouchables and no caste Hinda 
accepts water from them. On the 
contrary they sritly refrain from 
accepting cooked food from the hands 
of others and in the past they never 
touched food from the hands of even 
Brahmins who enjoyed the hishest 
position in the estoem of fedual chiefs 
and others. Thus in spite of their 
residence in caste Hindu vilages and 
lose contact with outsiders they 
Femained somewhat segregated and 
could retain some particular features of 
their traditional culture namely a 
Aistint language, their interesting dance 
and music, peculiar rituals and usages, 


In multicaste Hindu villages the 
K.isans had almost accepted their low 
Natus and neither challenged nor 
revolted against their degrading posie 
tion. But during the last ciety years, 
With the spread of education, moder- 
nisation and other social movements to 
abolish untouchabilty a new conscious- 
hess arose amongst the Kisan leaders of 
Sundargarh and as « comiequence of 
this they have organised the caste 
assembly called the *Kisan Jati Maba- 
sava aller the pattern of the caste

assemblies of neighbouring cases such 
ts the Agharas, the Telis and the 
Kaibartas, ete, Though the * Kisan 
Jali Mahasava’ is organised after the 
traditional caste assembly of Hinds 
society itis anew institution so far the 
Kisans are concerned. The Kisens 
derived much oftheir inspiration during 
fantiBritish and national movement. 
‘But the attainment of national indepen 
‘dence and the merger of fudal kingdoms 
with the former British Indian Stas 
of Orissa fired their imagination and 
talted their level of aspiration. They 
‘organized. and reinforced their caste 
sssembly with redoubled energy and 
trie to push forward their commenity 
by abolishing superstitious betes and 
eradicating. their traditional practices 
which they consider degrading. The 
proceedings of the meeting given here 
‘would indicate how the new leaders of 
the Kisans are eager to go ahead and 
improve the socal, edveational and 
economic condition of ther fllow men. 


“The Juriatieton ofthe caste meeting 
‘Theprewat* Kisan Jati Mahasava 
fas not covered all the Kisan areas so 
far, though the organisers have that 
lofty aspiration in view. The present 
‘Sava. fist started in the feudal state of 
Gangput specially in the policestation 
‘of Badgaon some thirty years ago under 
the leadership of Jenga Kisan of 
Kurebega. This meeting roughly 
covers the whole of Gangpur state 
though Kisans of Panposh and Rour- 
ela acea rarely join in it. Besides, 
some portions of upper Bamanda and 
Jaipar estate (Zamidary) of Sambalpur 
district are also covered by the present 


Joti Saya. In Banai and Bamanda 
they have respective separate organisa 
tions while in other pars of Sambalpur 
proper (Khas) no such caste organisa: 
tion has evolved so fr. 


Mode of Invitation : 
The Kisan Jati Mahasava does not 
hold its mectings regularly. Sometimes 
the meetings have been held at intervals 
‘of theee to four years, or at times these 
have been held annually, Before sun 
soning a meeting the organisers consult 
the lading persons of the community 
and send messages to cach village, 
They have no formal olfice-beurers 
ther paid or honorary. So the most 
{important persons take the responsi- 
bility of summoning the meeting. The 
meeting described in this paper was 
‘ld in the village Biruls in 1962, 


In the Bitula meeting there was some 
speciality. Previously the notice 
‘which was circulated was deafted

Ist May 1962 at 9 4m 


Description of the Meeting : 


‘The mosting was held in. a mango 
rove almost at the entrance of the 
village. Some tarpaulins had ben 
hung as a canopy to protoet the audi- 
fee from the sun. The ground was 
foverod with mats and hay. A table, 
two chairs and two benches wor placed 
for the President and. distinguished 
persons, Some flower guslands were 
Kept for important persons and d: 
sates. A big water vessel with elassos 
twas apt at a corner for deinking 
‘At atte distanes under a mango tes, 
youths of the villas? wsee engaged in 
‘ooking for the participants, 


‘The mecting could not be started 
exactly at 9 o'elock in the morning on 
fccount of poor attendance. By that 
time only hundred persons had joined 
the mosting while other dblogates were 
gradually pouring into the meeting 
Hefore the start of the meeting. the 
delegates were asked to finish their bath 
fund take their meals cooked. by the 
village youths. The expanse was met 
by donations raised from participant 
villages which sent their dalegates, 


By the tme the meeting commenced, 
neal six hundred people representing 
roughly one hundred. villages, had 
gathered inthe meeting ground. A few 
women ofthe village were seated on the 
Tront row of the meeting. Important 

lgatos including. women wore gar 
landed before the commencement of 
the meeting, The President, two Joint 


Secretaries and a Treasurer were 
ted and the new President occupied 
the chair,

to immoralitis he stressed the need of

Finally the President, a reputed political 
worker, who worked in Praja Mandal 
uring’ proindependence days, ex 
plained in is short speech how people 
should try to understand things 
correctly and adopt right things in 
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spite of hinderances. To illustrate this 
point he explained, “We know that 
gallon liquor shops are Wega! and 
Government should abolish these 
drasucally.

AS 
itis the most elaborate and expoasive 
typeof marriage, the poor Ranas prefer

In ease of Lidia type of mariage, 
the lovers when forese> any obstacle 
im their marriage ether from their 
parents side o from any other soure, 
un avay {0 some other villge, 
preferably to distanoe place where 
his her relatives live, After staying 
there for more than three days, they 
tome back to the house of the boy 
hon thle parents ate pacified, After 
fh thay can lve as wife and husbands 
Later on tho kinsmea of tho gil come 
to dsmand the bride-price.

forms the puja. The goat is sacrificed, 
and festive meals are prepared and 
taken. On the ammarayya day of 
‘Asarka (June-Suly) they perform the 
ceremony of Bandapana and plant 
Kendu, Bhalia, Chatrenga tances in 
the paddy folds. Those who can 
afford, will saciice a fowl or offer 
‘cocoanut in the paddy feds for a 
bumper crop. Inthe month of 
Bhadrava (August-September) the 
fqtemony of fist eating of new rie 
is colebrated. When the wp-land rice 
is ready for harvest an auspicious day is 
fixed. On that particular day, each 
amily husk new rie inthe closed room, 
‘The eldest members ofa Bans (lineage) 
‘whose wifeis alive, offers food prepared 
from the new rice to the names of the 
ancestors, On this oceasion festive 
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reals prepared from new rice’ are 
taken, In the’month of Karika 
(October-November) when the upland 
rice is harvested, they perform the 
Divallparab. All the families of the 
lineage perform the pera sradha 
collestively in the house of the 
fldest member of the lineage, 
‘While utering the names of their dead. 
ancestors head of each family places 
hillocks of new" rie, Next day 
morning a woman of the lineage will 
Teich water without the knowledge of 
others to cook food. The cows and 
bullocks are fed with’the cooked. rice 
‘The oveasion is celebrated by drinking 
Wine or rice-beer and festive meal, 


‘The Pus Parab is observed on. the 
fallemoon day of the moth of Pus 
(December-January). There is mocks 
sealing of articles by the village youths, 
‘A sont is purchased collectively by 
‘the villagers and sacrificed inthe village 
shrine, The whole night is spent in 
singing kindr song and dancing dhemsa 
dance, 


‘The most important festival is the 
Chait parab inthe month of Chart 
(March-Apeil) when the ceremonial 
hhunting of the year takes place, All 
families excluding the Christians and 
Muslims observed it collectively, 
Preparation of foodgrains is. started 
‘one week before the festival. A meeting 
of the village elders is conveyed and 
collection of subscription to meet the 
expenses of the ceremony is made. “At 
the auspicious moment declared by 
the Dissari a small quantity of seeds 
is eartied by each family to the village 
shrine, The Pujari (village priest) wild 
perform the worship and sacrifice a 
hhegoat to village deities. Then the 
seeds are distributed among the families. 
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Next morning, all the capable male 
‘members of the village will go for une 
ting to be led by the person, who is 
Selected by the Dissar On return 
from the forest the Pyirt worships 
the village deitis. AC the outskire 
‘of the village, the party roast the ani 
‘mals killed on that day and eat. ‘On 
the following day, they will deposite 

‘ir weapons under a tre at the out 
skirt of the village and a mock-hunting 
lakes place in the village, Next day 
the, villagers. go for actual hunting 
Capable persons who do not join the 
hunting party are fined one rupee each 
by the vilage Panchayat and women

‘Bana Durga (Forest deity) for success 
in hunting and then they proceed tothe 
forest 


n their return from a succesful 
hunt, women of the village go to wele 
some them with garlands of flower, 
The animals kil! on the day aro 
saried to the place of village Thakur 
tani, The Pulart performs a puja and 
‘moat of tho animals ate distributed 
fmong the hunters. Hanting. will
